CATHERINE PORTER was born September 18, 1898, Holyoke, 
Massachusetts, and as of 19-1-8, was employed by OIE, Department 
of State, Washington, D.C., as Chief, Philippine Branch. From 
1926 to 1944, PORTER was employed by the American Institute of 
Pacific Relations as a research worker, writer, and editor, and 
as of 19 48. was a member of the IPR. Whi le employed by the IPR, 
PORTER'S| |who was also instru¬ 

mental in the organization of the Russian War Relief, Incorporated 

It is noted that Russian War Relief, Incorporated, was 
officially organized, and started by the American-Russian Institute 
for Cultural Relations with the Soviet Union, which is an affil¬ 
iate of the Society of Cultural Relations with Foreign Countries 
(VOKS), Moscow. 

Relative to CATHERINE PORTER, it is further noted that 
she has had a series of articles on far eastern affairs published 
in several periodicals, namely: "Far Eastern Survejr", "Pacific 
Affairs", and "Amerasia,"
